abouts of the officers of the associa­ 
tion is not known. 
The company’s 
head office was at St. Joseph, Mo., 
and from there a notice has been sent 
out to subscribers announcing the sus­ 
pension. 
When this notice was received bv 
the Kansas City subscribers, the ma­ 
jority of whom are laboring people, 
they flocked to the concern’s offices. 
Many gave pitiable evidence of the 
distress they suffered in the loss of 
their hard earned money. 
Th<* sub­ 
scribers had agreed to pay Si dollar a 
week for SO weeks on the promise that 
they were to receiv« 1 $100 at the end 
of that period. 
Many working girls 
had been making payments for months.

The negroes have been arming to 
prevent the lynching of any innocent 
negro. 
An attempt to disarm a nuni 
her of blacks resulted in a dozen re 
volvers b« ing leveled at Chief of Po

rushed to the scene but a body of 
whites stopped 
them 
with 
leveled 
rifles. 
The leader among the negroes 
was choked into insensibility and the 
others v re subdued.

The negro who assaulted 
Mrs. Griffith is still at large.

O , April 13.—When in­ 
formed of the final action of the pru­ 
dential committee accepting the Rock­ 
efeller gif', the Rev. Washington Glad­ 
den authorized this statement: 
"The 
prudential 
committee 
has 
placed itself on ’no broa i and intelli* 
glble position tha: all gifts must be re­ 
ceived, no matter what may be the 
character of the giver nor by what 
immoralities or crinu-s his gains may 
have been gathered. 
“No discrimination is henceforth to 
be made 
The pirate or the train rob­ 
ber may bring his booty to the treas­ 
ury of the American board and It will 
be thankfully received, and if suffi 
ciently large will be described as a 
‘magnificent gift.’ 
“By the decision the prudential com­ 
mittee rejects the word of Him who 
said, ‘I hate robbery for burnt offer­ 
ings, ’ and reverses the ethical Judg­ 
ment respecting the rewards of ini­ 
quity which has guided Christendom» 
hitherto. 
It openly 
proclaims 
that 
money to which the giver has no moral 
riglr may he rightfully given to a mis­ 
sionary Tooiety if only his motive is 
to do good with it, and it assumes the 
power of judging the motive of the 
giver 
it knows and declares to the 
world th at there can be no motive but 
that of beuevolence in the bestowal of 
this gift."
